SAN -FRANCISCO, Oct. 14.—G. H. 


Garthorne, an ex-Councilman and a 
•well-known politician of Oakland at- 
tempted to' commit suicide to-day in 
this city. He shot Mmself under the 
left ear. The bullet penetrated 
the 


brain aad there is no hope for his re- 
covery. 


About noon to-day, Garthorne went 


upstairs above the American Biscuit 
Company's office 
on. Front 
street. 


When .he reached the upper hallway, 
•he pulled his revolver and sent a bullet 
crashing into his head. 


The loss of. his son is supposed to 


have been the cause ot the mad act. 
Garthorrie's 14-year-old boy, to \\hom he 
was devotedly attached, died about two 
months ago and the father had grieved 
incessantly ever since. He brooded 
constantly over his Joss and all efforts 
to arouse him from his melancholy -were 
In vain. ' He frequently spoke of the 
uselessness and hopelessness of living 
any. longer; 
.

He had discussed suicide frequently 


and his death..was evidently not unpre- 
meditated. .The illness of his wile add- 
ed to his gloom and general despond- 
ency. He evidently fell that his sorrow 
was greater than he could bear and so 
en'ded his Hfe. 


Garthorne was removed to-the Re- 


ceiving Hospital where Dr. Hartley 
probed -for the bullet. The physician 
soon ceased his efforts, stating that ths 
wounded man could not possibly live 
until night

He 
was a. man of considerable means and 
as far as known his buolneso was pros- 
perous. 


G. H. Garthorne was born in, New 


York forty-five years ago. He came 
to Oakland about twenty years ago and 
has been active In politics ever since. 
He resided at 1023 onester street, and 
had a wife and two children. • 


He was «. member of the Oakland 


City Council IOUT years.ago, and dur- 
ing his flTflt year of office served as 
chairman of the Ordinance and Ju- 
diciary Commitite, and during the sec- 
ond- year w«,s chairman- of, the Wharf 
Commlttte. 


He was a member of the Board of
